University Enrolment Figures 
Show Fewer Students Attend 



Sophs at Manitoba 
Far Outniimber 
Freshman Class 

Winnipeg, October , 5. — (CUP) — 
Now that the confusion and hub- 
bub ot registration is over at Junior 
Division, the first official figures 
on this year's enrollment have be- 
come available. , 

At present,' 492 students are regis- 
tered in the. first two years of Arts 
and Science. One hundred and 
seventy-three of these are in their 
freshman year and 319 are sopho- 
more. 

Final compiling ot the figures 
will^not be made known until com- 
pletidn of registration in all facul- 
ties. 



Engineer students have decreased 
in number from 14S to 109. In the 
faculties of Law and Pharmacy, 
there is little change in figures. Tha 
samt^h\li$il&èirdril^ni^clivê'K.C.'s 
are registeriid as last year, 20. The 
mortar-and-pestal men show a de- 
crease of one, from 22 to 21. 

Figures at the affiliated colleges 
in the senior years have not yet 
been reported. . .One :f hundred, . and 
thirty-nine ambitious ''students re 
gistercd for the first two years at 
United College, last year's total 
being 214. _ ; ; 

At St. Boniface, where last year's 
total enrolment was '67, there are 
already 44 names ' registered. Forty- 
two have registered at St. Paul's and 
ten at St. John's.

McGill University nill pres- 
ent honorary degrees to two 
cadcrs of this province at the 
fall Convocation, which will be 
leld tomorrow. ' The degree of 
Doctor of Laws, honoris causa, 
will be granted to the Right 
îcvercnd John .Dixon, Lord 
Bishop of Montreal, and Sir 
ilugenc Fiset, Licut.-Gov. of the 
Province of Quebec. The com- 
memorative speech will be de- 
ivered by Hon. Cyrus Macrail- 
an, dean of Arts and Science. 

The Principal of the Univer- 
sity, Dr. F. Cyril James, will 
preside and confer the honorary 
degrees' as well as present de- 
grees to student candidates, who 
have graduated over the summer 
in the University's new speed-up 
courses. The ceremony will be 
held at 4.30 p.m. in the Sir Ar- 
thur Curric Memorial. Gym- 
nasium-Armourj'. 

Bishop Dixon, M.A., • B.D., 
who will be honored as a repre- 
sentative of the Anglican Church 
by the University, is a graduate 
of Trinity College, University of 
Toronto where he took a first 
in philosophy and classics. He 
was appointed to the diaconate 
in 1912 and received priest's or- 
ders in Ottawa in 1913. This was 
tho beginning of a brilliant 
career in the church. He was 
curate of Christ Church Cath- 
edral in Ottawa from 1914 until 
1922; rector of St. Bartholo- 
mew's Church, Ottawa, 1922-32. 
He then became rector of Grace 
Church, Toronto, in 1932, and 
he remained here until he cnmc 
to Montreal in 1940 as rector of 
Christ Church Cathedral and 
dean of Montreal. He was elect- 
ed Bishop of Montreal last 
spring. 

Representative of the state at 
the Convocation, Sir Eugene Fiset, 
K.B.. C.M.G., D.S.O.. was born in 
Rimouski. He studied first at a 
local seminary and later graduated 
in Arts and Medicine from Laval 
University. After doing post-grad-- 
uate work In England and France 
he became interested in military 
medicine. When the Boer War 
broke out he went to South Africa 
with the Royal Canadian Regiment, 
After brilliant service in the 
Boer War and the First Wo^ld War, 
he was raised to the Order of St. 
Michael and St, George. He was 
then Major-General Sir Eugene 
Fiset, deputy Minister of the De- 
partment of Militia and Defence. 
He was made Lieutenant-Governor 
ot this province in 1B39. succeeding 
Hon. E. L. Patenaude. 

Arts Centenary 

Tomorrow will also ' mark the 
100th anniversary of teaching in 
the Faculty of Arts. For this rea- 
son it was felt that honorary de- 
grees should be conferred at the 
Fall Convocation, for. it was never 
before the bustom. at McGill dur-

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Honourary Degrees 

Tomorrow will mark the official centen» 
nary celebration of McGill's Arts Faculty. 
In recognition of this event, the University 
will bestow honourary degrees upon the 
Bishop of Montreal, Right Reverend John 
Dixon, and the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province of Quebec, Sir Eugene Fisct. 

Since the beginning of the war, it has 
been the custom of the University to bestow 
honourary degrees only at the spring con- 
vocation, and the departure from this 
course is intended to commemorate in a 
special manner the anniversary of the 
Faculty of Arts. This being the case, two 
more fitting candidates for the honour 
could hardly have been selected. Repre- 
senting as they^do the powers of Church 
and State, tlicse^two men recall the close 
connection in time past of the university 
with both these powers. 

Bishop Di.von, ^LA., B.D., has had a 
brilliant career as an Anglican Churchman. 
A graduate of Trinity College at Varsity, 
where he majored in Classics and Philo- 
sophy, he has held during the past thirty 
years various positions, including the rec- 
torship of St. Bartholomew's Church in Ot- 
tawa, and of Grace Church, Toronto. This 
latter position he left in 1940 when he cnme 
to Montreal to assume duties as rector of 
Christ Church Cathedral and Dean of 
Montreal. Last spring he succeeded Bishop 
Carlisle as Bishop of ^lontreal. 

Sir Eugene Fiset graduated in Arts and 
Medicine from Laval University and did 
post-graduate work in Paris and London. 
He was with the first Canadian Contingent 
in South Africa during the Boer War when 
he was honoured for his services to the 
country. In 1917 he was made a knight of 
the Order of St. George and St. Michael in 
recognition of his work in the first Great 
War. He became Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Province in 1939. 

In bestowing honour on these two men, 
McGill honours at the same timè her own 
history and traditions. It can do no one 
of us any harm to become belter acquaint- 
ed with the early history and growth of the 
institution from which we now seek to 
learn the lesson of living, so that tomorrow 
when we see Dr. James confer upon Bishop 
Dixon and Sir Eugene the symbol of their 
honourary degrees, we may have a fuller 
understanding of the significance of the 
event.

THE PURPOSE OF THE COLUMN. 

"Views sînd Reviews" is the title of a series 
of weekly articles whose general object will be 
the presentation of critical viewpoints on lit- 
erature, music, the plastic arts, philosophy, and 
other related subjects. I wish to make it clear 
from the beginning that my views may some- 
times conflict with those of the accepted criUcs, 
for in this column I wish to say the things that 
many of us want to put down on our exam 
papers, l>ut àre afraid to. In other words, I In- 
tend to make use to a large extent of the em- 
pirical method, as an antidote to the follow- 
the-leader method which is usually required 
of UB students. We are officially advised to use 
our own Judgment and to be true to It, but 
only too often the attitude of our advisers is 
like that of Mr. Pontifex's congregation (in 
"The Way of All Flesh"), who "would have 
been equally shocked to hear Christianity den- 
ied as to see it practised." 

The fact is that we ought to beware of the 
influence of scholasticism in art criticism. In 
the first place there is the danger that a teacher 
who has been immersed for years m the study 
of art may forget that each one of the myriad 
works with which he is dealing bears a direct 
relationship to a large portion of real life, and 
does not consist merely of wOrds on paper.' 
Even as a student, I have found it very difficult 
to keep track of this fact during the seven 
months of the year which I spent Immersed in 
literature; how much more difficult then must 
It be for a teacher to do so. And once the 
realization of the real life in art is lost, one is 
unable to impart to one's Judgments that spark 
of creativity which is the essence of good 
criticism. 

Another characteristic of scholasticism is Its 
inflexibility. It stands to reason that a teacher, 
who Is rarely contradicted, who |s rarely re- 
quired to reckon with other people's opinions 
as having Just as much claim, to validity as his 
own, will tend to develop progressively a less 
and less flexible viewpoint. For those of us

Dear Sir, 

I have read with some amazement 
the letter submitted to the Student 
Voice column by Dr. C. P. Martin 
of the Dept. of Anatomy. Although 
have very considerable respect for 
Dr. Martin I feel bound to tako 
Issue with him on this occasion, 
while admitthig at the same time 
that his superior medical knowl- 
edge puts mc at some disadvantage 
In a discussion of "Paint psychoses." 

At the outset of his letter. Or. 
Martin draws a familiar compar- 
ison between a line of marching 
men and a group of hippy care- 
free students. He doubts If the 
students are taking their responsl- 
bilities seriously, if they realise that 
they are to be tomorrow's leaders. 
Also, he emphasises that students 
are gaining the public's disfavour. 
This latter I believe. Students are 
always eyed askance by a large 
proportion of their fellowmcn In 
wartime; but if they are consid- 
ered by the government to be 
necessary, and If they are taking 
their work seriously, which I feel 
that most of them are, they need 
have no qualms on this account. 

The next point Is a little more 
important It seems that a tender 
sensitive young man could well be 
spiritually blighted for life by 
having to wear green paint^on his 
leg for two weeks while in the 
presence of his- fetlôw-students. Of 
course, if he were one of the line 
of marching men the horrors of 
war might also cause his sensitive 
soul some misgivings, but this is 
an irrelevant point However, to 
continue, this hypothetical hyper- 
sensitive young hopeful Is to be- 
come one of the nation's leaders 
after the war. If he succeeds, might 
ho not sometime encounter some 
situation even more humiliating, 
more embarrassing; one in which 
ha might even have to face the 
world alone rather th«n in the 
company of some several hundred 
of his kind? And if he should be 
placed In such a position, untried 
and unhardcncd by his callous 
seniors, how would he stand up to 
the strain? Would he rise to the 
occasion then, as he now cannot? 
What would happen if lie cracked? 

But, seriously, the "wearing- oi 
the sreen" is not some new, tom- 
fool idea, but an old McGill tradi- 
tion, every year a little different, 
but eveijy year in spirit the same. 

It ,may bo i)ahiful at the time, 
many of the most important 
rhases of the process of growing 
UD arc, but all arc necessary m 
some form or another. The unlvcr- 
sitv is firstly a place in which to 
srcw up and to prepare to meet 
the world, secondly a seat of edu- 
cation, and thirdly a society of 
normal run-of-the-mill human be- 
ings, not an ascetic Tibetan Mon- 
astery. Some fun and "give and 
take" are necessary for the normal, 
healthy development of men and 
women In their late teens. and 
early twenties. If we try to fbllnd 
our eyes to this fact the greatest 
alms of the university .are not un- 
likely to fail.

The next group of matches will 
be played tomorrow, with the sec- 
ond round starting on Thursday. 
Whereas last year'fi tourney saw a 
postponement of the last few 
rounds for over three weeks, due 
to the toll of players taken by the 
harvesting trip to the west, this 
year the entire tourney will be run 
off as rapidly as possible, with the 
«ventual winner probably declared 
some time next week. From In^ 
formation available as to the mer' 
its of therplay ot a number of the 
players, it would appear that a 
considerable number of excellent 
matches are in prospect. Most play 
ers are on a par, and thp finalist 
will have faced soma stern opposi' 
tion in getting there.

5. Should any student take part in 
any athletic contest not having been

For those who have registered for voluntary 
work, the field is wide and varied, although it 
is inadvisable to offer your services unless you 
are willing to. devote a .whole morning, after- 
noon, or evening to your duties. 

Hospitals, the Red Cross and Community Set- 
ticmcnis are all in need of workers, and the 
Jobs they have to offer cover everybody's tal- 
ents. Hospitals arc looking for office workers 
for filing, typing and miscellaneous clerical 
Jobs, and assistant's for nurses in routine- tasks. 
Volunteers are also needed in clinics to record 
case histories, or it might even be to wash 
dishes. 

Teachers for children's games as well as li- 
brarians arc in great demand at the community 
settlements. As for Red Cross, volunteers are 
needed for the Blood Clinic, to pack parcels for 
prisoners of war, and to serve In the Tea Boom 
(or maybe it will be dish-washing.) Hours here 
are from about 11 until 2.

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who have ideas of our own, it is painful to 
listen to a lecturer praising someone whom we 
consider a nonentity or worse, or tearing down 
someone whom we consider of major impor- 
tance; and since it is very difficult to come to 
an understanding or even a working compro- 
mise with the teacher, we are obliged to swal- 
low our ideas again. Some of these I hope to 
bring up for consideration in this column, in 
an attempt to seek oiit the faults and reevaluate 
the virtues of the authors whom we study. 

Furthermore, I would suggest that it would 
be well for us to alter to some extent our per- 
spective on art in order to counterbalance the 
weaknesses of our methods of hasty and 
crowded' reading coupled with a close-up study 
of our materials— methods which arc sure to 
take some of the taste away from even the best 
literature. Let us rather move back, let us 
attempt to put the works which we are study- 
Ing into their proper perspective. One can 
really only get the full value and satisfaction 
out of a good book by giving it all the time it 
needs to sink in and take root Then one can 
really Judge its value by absolute standards, 
put it into its proper place in the world of art 
and life. In the program of a university course, 
one can, by dint of rationalization, make a case 
for almost anything (for in the final analysis 
all criticism is subjective), and thus one tends 
to lose one's sense of the ultimate values; but 
when one considers a work at leisure, and out 
of the context of the scholastic atmosphere, one 
can usually form a much truer Judgment of 
its absolute worth. This seems to me a primary 
requirement for establishing a critical opinion 
of any work.
